REMARKS. 

The arrangement of districts is tlio same as that adopted in 1881, except that the l' tains and 
Hills portions of the Garo Hills are no longer shown separately. They were shown separately on the 
previous occasion for purposes of comparison with the Census figures of 1872, when the Plains portion 
was enumerated as part of the Goal para district. 

The Lushai population is shown in two parts: — (a) Civil and Military, roiiMsting of the Civil 
and Military Establishments and their followers at Aijal and Chnngsil, &c., who were actually 
censused ; and (6) the indigenous population, for which an estimnto was framed by the Political 
Officer. This estimate was based on the ascertained number of villages and houses, aud the 
assumption that on an average five persons occupied each houso.

REMARKS. 

The difference between the figures for the 1881 population of Cachar Plains and North Cachar 
as here shown and as returned in the 1881 Census Report is due to the fact that on that occasion a 
total population of 4,313 (males 2,228 and females 2,085) belonging to “ Cachar Plains” was included 
in the return for Cachar Hills.” At this Census the figures for “North Cachar" nre for the 
population inhabiting the North Cachar subdivision only, and the 1881 return has been adjusted 
accordingly for purposes of comparison. 

The boundaries between Nowgong and the Naga Hills and Khasi and Jaintia Hills districts 
have been modified since 1881, but enquiry has failed to elioit the exact effect of these interchanges 
of area. So far as the Nowgong-Naga Hills boundary is concerned, it would seem that the 
result of the alterations has been to leave the population much as it was before ; but in the case 
of the rectification of the boundary between Nowgong and the Khasi and Jaintia Hills, it appears 
that the net result has been an addition to the population of Nowgong at the expense of the last- 
mentioned district. As all the villages affected by the Notification could not be traced, and exact 
figures could not, therefore, be given, no change in the 1881 population of these districts has been 
made in the body of this Table. Roughly speaking, however, it may be assumed that the 1881 
population of the district of Nowgong as now constituted was more, and that of the Khasi and 
Jaintia Hills less, by 1,566 (males 756, females 810) than has been shown in the Table.

I ho standard definition of a town for census purposes is “a plaoo tho population of which is not 
less than 5,000, or which is under the operation of some Municipal Act.” The following plncos do not 
fall under this definition, but are shown as towns because they nro sndr or subdivisionul headquarters, 
and their population is urban Karimganj, Manlvi Ba/.ar, Tcxpur, Nowgong, Kohiina. 

In Barpota, three villages with a popnlation of 2,4-20 finales 1,186, females 1,210) have boon 
excluded from municipal limits since 1881, and the figures returned on that occasion have boon 
reduced accordingly. 

In Ribsagnr, a population of 1,285 (males 640, females 615) has been deluded from tho figures 
returned in 1881, as a portion of tho Nagar maMl njau/.a with this population has since been oxcludod 
from this station.
